The fortv-odd holders of high military 
rank and men of naval distinction who 
have taken the oath in the British Par 
liament are not likely to have the effect 
that a former Karl of Halifax feared such 
an array would produce.

The College Historical Society met last 
night in Trinity College, Dublin, to discuss 
the motion, ' That the sick should be sent 
to jail and the criminals to hospital.” Pro- 
fessor 1. G. Moorhead was in the chair. 

Mr. G. E. Gill, B.A., in opening the de- 
baie, said that, in his opinion, the hospitals 
were very similar in their treatment to jails, 
witile in prison the criminals received medical 
and intellectual attendance to alleviate their 
lot. He also stated that the punishinent 
should fit the criminal, and not the crime, 
guoiing trom “ Evewhon.’’ Individual atten 
tion on the basis of moral justice was the 
right line, he siated, along which all future 
treatment of the sick and the criminals 
should run. 

The ‘Treasurer, in opposing the motion, 
maintained that it was necessary to deal with 
criminals in punitive measures. He saw 
nothing criminal in ill-health. He felt that 
it would be a great danger to society if 
criminels did not have the deterrent of 
prison before them. 

The Chairman, in summing up, agreed 
that there were many in prison and hospital 
who should not be there; and maintained the 
necessity of finding the cause before treating 
sickness or criminality. He felt that the 
sense of the house was that some criminals 
should be treated as sick persons and some 
sick persons as criminal. He stated that 
recently in psycho analysis the medical profes- 
sion was gra ually approaching to this view, 
particular in dealing with the young 
criminals. He maintained that where a person 
caught some disease which he knew he was 
likely to catch, and running that risk, caught 
it, he was guilty of a crime.

Government made available £1,000,000 for 
the building of honses for the working 
classes in Dublin, 947 houses were built in 
Dublin. In 1922 the Government gave a 
free grant of £1,000,000 to local authorities 
to build houses. To that million was added 
gu eighth of a million raised from the rates by 
the local authorities, and three-eighths of a 
million borrowed by the local authorities from 
banks. Ome million five hundred. thousand 
pounds were thus supphed to revive the 
house-ruliding industry, but the building 
costs were enormous. The general cireum- 
siames at the time and the building costs 
were such that the Government could not, 
Without serious prejudice to its credit and to 
its tnancial reputation, have risked putting 
any cunsiderable amount of borrowed money 
into housing, and particularly housing for the 
working classes, and more particularly housing 
for the poorly-paid working classes.

INSANITARY DWELLINGS. 

In the present measure they directed their 
policy more definitely to eradicating the in- 
sanitary homae and providing for its occupants 
and for the poorer working classes.

, Under certain conditions assistance will be 
given private builders by means of small 
grants, paid on the completion of houses. 
and through the local authority, and on con- 
dition that the local authority pays a similar 
grant For housing of the tenement type, and 
purchased by a local authority for transfer 
to a philanthropic body who will maintain 
and house poor persons, a grant by way of 
lump sum towards the cost of acquisition and 
repair will be given. 

To re-house those deprived of their present 
habitation by a clearance scheme or an im- 
provement scheme in some of our cities it will 
be necessary to provide apartments in large 
blocks in central areas. In the case of an 
apartment of this kind, the Government, pro- 
poses to pay 40 per cent. of the loan charge 
of the all-in-cost of the premises for fifteen 
years, and tuyirty-three and one-third per 
cent. of these charges for a subsequent period 
of twenty-two years. It was not proposed 
that the Government would pay the per- 
centage of the loan charges on any higher 
figure than £450. It was contemplated that 
the percentage of the total capital cost borne 
by the State will be thirty-six per cent. ; by 
the local authorities thirty-six per cent., and 
by the occupier twenty-eight cent. 

Where re-housing is affected by the pro- 
vision of single family houses the total all-in- 
cost, should, in their opinion, not be more 
than £350, and up to that limit the Govern- 


ment will pay thirty per cent. of the loan Í 


charges for fifteen years and twenty per 
cent for a further fifteen years. On the pre- 


sent £550, the present value of the subsidies | 


will be approximately £82. It is contemplated 
that as far as possible a standard rent should 
be fixed. Where the local authorities built to 
standards above those implied by the figures 
quoted—-£450 and £350—the excess cost must 
fall on the local authority or the occupier. 


RURAL HOUSING. 

Rather remarkable work had been done by 
private persons in rural areas with the aid of 
the Government grant made available since 
1924, and in the rural districts of Limerick 
there were 20.688 inhabited houses. The 
tendency# and desire to improve rural 
housing by way of example suggested that 
assistance to rurai areas should be continued 
for a further period. The local authority 1s 
given power to — buildings in a rural 
district capable of being made fit for habita- 
tion for agricultural Jabourers. 

While the Department was in favour of 
the use of Irish materials and desired to 
promote home industry, it became necessary 
to sound a note of warnirg—all sincerely in- 
terested in housing must give first considera- 
tion to the cost of the house with all its 
implications, to the financial capacity of the 


| proposed occupier, of the ratepayer and the 


taxpayer, and where in a scheme enhanced 
costs due to preference of home materials 
mean less houses a dilemma arises, because in 
a recent housing scheme in Dublin the use of 
Trish slates instead of ushestos slates im 
creased the cost by £600—the cost of two 
additional cottages. With housing needs so 
urgemt as they are it was a serious respons 
bility on the Department to agree to any 
cuurse which in effect postponed for anyone 
mdefinitely the hopes of being re-hotsed. 


TOWN-PLANNING. 

He proposed soon to intreduce a Town- 
Planning Bill which would give local bodies 
additional powers im the re-planning of hous- 
ing areas. 

Under the proposed measure a local au- 
thority may prepare a plan for their entire 
area or any part iall and in the case of 
urban districts the area to be planned may be 


extended under certain conditions, so as to} 


include portion of an adjomimg area. In the 
cities of Dublin and Cork special regional 
areas would be proposed, and he was anxious 
that the new measure should become Jaw as 
soon as possible. The high cost of building 
must continue to receive anxious consideration 


from all interested in the housing problem. 


GOVERNMENT BLAMED. 

Mr. S. T. O.KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) 
commented on the delay of the Free State 
Government m introducing a bill to deal 
with a national disgrace. The President of 
the Executive Council had used, as they all 
did in the old Dublin Corporation, the slum 
evil as an argument for getting rid of British 
control, yet the Government was nine years 
in office before it made any move in the 
matter. He did not blame the Free State 
Government for these conditions, but he 
blamed it for allowing them to continue 
and increase. Since the Government 
came into office it had done nothing 
to deal with the slum problem in Dublin, 
Cork or Limerick. Although a good many 
houses had been provided, they were built 
for people who mir have provided íor them- 
selves. 

Dublin, which, because of its history, 
should have got generous treatment, had 
lost the revenue—perhaps for good reasons — 
of its electric light undertaking. Even if 
the question of that loss did not arise it 
would not be expecting too much to have 
£1,000,000 a year granted from the National 
Exchequer for some years to clear away the 
disgrace of the slums. 

Mr. R. CORISH (Lab., Wexford) said 
that it was obvious te him that this bill 
had been drafted with the express object of 
doing something for Dublin and the larger 
cities with slum areas.

Mr. S. LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin) said 
if this bill would not take a man witn a 
large family out of a back basement and give 
him accommodation at the low rent that fe 
was paying at present it would not deal with 
the dams. and it was hypocrisy to say that it 
would. No matter what Dublin Corporation 
might do, it would he impossible to deal 
with the slum dweller under this bill, because 
houses would not be provided for poor people 
at a rent which they could pay. ‘There should 
he some provision, such as a rebate In rent 
in proportion to the size of a family, to 
enable occupiers with gmall wages and large 
amilies to pay their rent; otherwise the 
children could never be got out of the stums. 
A three-room dwelling was not the right thing, 
because it was impossible to imagine the dis- 
tribution of a family of five or six under 
decent, conditions in such a house. . 

The addption of a national housing plan 
would tend te remedy the bousing deficiency, 
provide empleyment for huilding workers over 
a term of years. and also provide ap outlet 
for Irish materials.

Nobody would suggest 
that enough was being spent on hous- 
ing. He would like to see £5,000,000 spent 
on it, but the Government had not got the 
money to spend in that direction. He wanted 
to put an end to the practice of tandlords 
charging 10s. and 12s. per week for a room 
to unemployed men with wives and families. 
No punishment would be hard enough for 
the landlord who charged people out of all 
“agá to what they were able to pay.

Mr. BURKE (F.F., Limerick) said that he 
did not think the Government was doing its 
duty on this matter. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., East Cork) said that 
the Minister had made no arrangement to 
help the rural dweller.

AN ALL-IRELAND 
PROBLEM. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE ON 
THE SITUATION. 


President COSGRAVE said that the problen 
of housing and slums existed long before the 
present Government, came into office. It was 
a problem that affected not only Dublin, but 
other cities and towns in the country. Tlic 
acute housing congestion that existed might 
have keen due in a great part to ihe «us: 
pension of building operations during the 
war. The pohcy that the Government toot 
up, and was bound to take up, in 1922 was 
the policy that any housing board or 7tiona! 
toard or executive vould have sdopte't. 
There was congestion sll over the country, 
and very little building was going on. Local 
authorities in 1922 were offered £2 for every 
£1 put up for housing, but only 74 out of 
94 took advantage of that extraordinary dis 
tribution of public money. The cost of a 
house then was £700 to £750, and to that a 
free grant of up to £500 was offered by the 
State. Nevertheless, certain loca] authorities 
refused to take advantage of the offer. Was 
there anybody outside a lunatic asylum who 
could be in favour of such a policy as that? 

The number of houses given as erected im 
Dublin under the Housing of the Working 
Classes Acts in 1922 was 2,468, and since that 
time 6,500 had been put up, not by the 
National Board or the grand institutions 
about which deputies had spoken, but by a 
local authority which received mouey from 
the central authority. 

As to the quarrel between Fianna Fail and

Fractically every local authority in the 
country had some machinery at its di¢posal, 
and was at present operating. Was at 
the view of Fianna Fail that al! those bodies 
should be dragged up to Dublin, and a 
national Jabel, instead of a local one, put 
on their backs? 


WELL-SPENT MONEY. 

Deputies had shown a lamentable lack of 
knowledge of housing difficulties. There 
were other places besides Dublin, and they 
had got, relatively, as big a problem to 
solve. H it cost a shilling m the £ to solve 
it, it was money very ow spent. Deputies 
were more eoncerned wiih the politics of the 
case than with its merits. Since 1922 the 
Government had erected twenty-six thousand 
}kouses. While other people were talking 
about housing the Government were acting. 
Out of three thousand people affected m a 
simn clearance only one thousand five 
hundred could be put back in houses, and 
that was a semedy for congestion. according 
to Mr. Lemass. . The fact was that more 
people would be denoused, if he might use 
the expression, than would be housed. 
Briseoe, a little more in touch with the 
problem, said that practically the first task 
would be to deal with the people living in 
kitchen dwellings, but if he was not on the 
Dublin Corporation he would not know a 
word about it. (Laugbter.) © 

Another so-called solution was that the 
Government should have put up twice as 
many houses as they iad put up. Well, 
someone would have had to pay another 
£2,500.000 for it, since the houses that the 
Government had erected had cost that sum, 
iand someone would have to be taxed to 
| provide the money. That kind of eloquence 
would be poured out from platforms all over 
fhe country for the next few months by 
people who never built a honse in their 
hives, and had not the faintest idea of what 
it cost. Mr. Briscoe and Mr. Lemess sug- 
gested taht the State should pay the entire 
cost, and that Dubhn should not pay any- 
thing at all. . 

Mr. LEMASS—We said that the State has 
the main responsibility. 

President COSGRAVE said tha the 
sooner the deputies on the other side came 
down to earth, the better. The slum problem 
could not be solved in twelve months, as 
the deputies knew. 

The debate was adjourned until today.

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that he 
preferred that the Government should take 
ever the nurses, pay them decently, and 
put them in every district registered. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, said that according to Mr. 
Aiken they should do without voluntary 
organisations and charity. although without 
organisations the poor could never really get 
what they meeded. To take over volunatry 
organisations would he disastrous. Voluntary 
organisations were most ready to work in 
with the Govermment in dealing with the 
poor. Considering the work that the Lady 
Dudley Nurses were doing in the West they 
decided to assist them with the State money 
as far as possible. If the State took over 
those nurses their whole efficiency would be 
impaired and their work would be carried out 
ip a cold, almost helpless mannev.

FORFEITED EGGS. 


Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, in 
reply to Mr. STEPHEN JORDAN, said that 
600 packages of eggs were detained and sub- 
sequently forfeited under the Agricultural 
Produce (Eggs) Act, 1924, during the period 
Ist July to 13th November, 1931. Their 
shipping value. calculated according to the 
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market qnotation, was £1,376. In reality the 
eggs, being found defective, were worth much 
less. The nomber of egg exporters whose 
premises were cancelled during the same 


period was twelve.

SPEECH, 

When all the counterfoils had been 
transferred to the drum and the other pre- 
liminaries settled, Lord Powerscourt.

HEY stage the sweepstake atmosphere 

so much better at the Plaza than at 

Leinster House that after the gilded 

splendour of the draw a sweepstake debate 

in the Dail yesterday afternoon came as 
something of an anti-climax. 

It was a coincidence that the order 
paper contained two subjects relating to 
future sweepstakes. One was a new bill, 
in the names of Mr. Anthony and Mr. 
Egan, to bring additional hospitals within 
the lucky circle, and this secured its first 
reading without question. Like the young 
bear, it has all its troubles before it. 

Conflict came on the second stage of 
Mr. Mongan’s bill, which seeks to divert 
some of the largesse to nursing associa- 
tions. 


MR. BRISCOE’S DISCOVERY. 


Mr. Briscoe had taken the trouble to 
find out why lotteries were banned in 
England, and his researches in the 
Oireachtas library had taught him that 
it was because they had become a public 
nuisance. Might it not be, he suggested, 
that they would become a similar nuisance 
in this country? 

Mr. Shaw, who is one of the pioneers 
of sweepstake legislation in the Free State, 
resented what he seemed to regard as 
sniping by Mr. Briscoe at the organisa- 
tion of the sweepstake, and he responded 
by turning his heaviest guns on the 
offender. It may have been with the idea 
of dodging his shots that Mr. Briscoe 
spent the greater part of the time in which 
Mr. Shaw was speaking in roaming all 
over the Fianna Fail and Independent 
benches, startling the House at intervals 
by bobbing up in some unexpected spot to 
fire an answering volley to Mr. Shaw’s 
salvoes. 


A DOUBTFUL VIEW. 


Then came Mr. MacEntee with a speech 
the sound moral of which was, “ Put not 
your trust in politicians.’? He apparently 
was prejudiced against the bill because it 
did not define the particular nursing 
associations to which the proceeds of 
sweepstakes should be diverted—from 
which omission he foresaw disastrous 
possibilities. 

Any Minister, it seemed, who happened 
to know a Lady Bountiful as politically- 
minded as she was charitable could get 
her to organise bands of ladies and send 
them into any constituencies that seemed 
desirable, ostensibly to nurse the sick 
poor, but actually for political purposes, 

This seemed like the sort of thing that 
only a Cumann na nGaedheal Minister 
would be expected to do. But, no! 
‘This sort of thing,” observed Mr. 
MacEntee, ‘‘ might happen with a 
Minister of any party. 1 don’t believe 
that Cumann na nGaedheal politicians 
alone are tarred with political sins.”’ 

The House had hardly recovered from 
the shock of this exhibition of party 
eandour when Mr. Mongan launched his 
flow of Gaelic, which wound up the 
debate, and the bill then passed its second 
stage, Fianna Fail carrying its lone 
opposition into the division lobby. 


WHOSE POLICY? 


After this unreal discussion, deputies 
turned to something more solid, in the 
form of the Government’s new Housing 
Bill, the second reading of which was 
moved by Mr. Mulcahy; and then we 
came up against the riddle: ‘‘ What is 
Fianna Faii’s housing policy?’ 

One of the  party’s leaders (Mr. 
O'Kelly) said that this was it, and he was 
very pleased that it should have been 
introduced at last, overdue though it was. 
Another of the leaders, however, in the 
person of Mr. Lemass, had different 


views; for he could find very little that 
was good in the bill. 

| Finally, Mr. Anthony, who forms half 
of the Dail Eireann Independent Labour 
Partv, made confusion worse confounded 
by assuring the Heuse that whatever 
housing policy Fianna Fail had got had 
been lifted bodily from the programme of 
the Trish Labour Party. So the riddle 
remains unsolved.

REPORTED MEMORANDUM 
TO FRANCE.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Those who congratulated M. Laval on 
securing a ‘‘ diplomatic victory ” in his 
recent talks with President Hoover will 
have food for reflection in a memorandum 
which, it is understood, the President has 
approved for sending to the United States 
Ambassador in Paris. 

This informal memorandum, which is 
merely one of a series, is understood to 
reiterate the contention of the United 
States Government that war debts must be 
considered separately from reparations, as 
war debts are the prerogative of Congress. 

President Hoover is disturbed, accord- 
ing to the Correspondent of the Baltimore 
Sun, by the widespread assumption of the 
European Press that war debts may be 
reduced simultaneously with reparations. 

The President also considers, it is under- 
stood, that France must forego some '' un- 
conditional ’’ reparations if she hopes that 
Congress will agree to reduce her debt. 

Although there is nothing official avail- 
able on the point, it is believed that the 
informal memorandum sets out the views 
outlined in this message.

The Rev. Timothy James Purcell (41), 
Roman Catholic priest in charge of the 
Cresswell and Blyth Bridge (North 
Staffordshire) district, died in the Long- 
ton Cottage Hospital yesterday from 
burns.

The statement made by Mr. Runciman, 
President of the Board of Trade, that his 
Department will not be idle during the 
week-end, has led M.P.’s to the conclusion 
that the first orders under the new 
measure will be issued on Saturday, and 
that certain imports will be required .o 
pay duty as from Monday morning next. 

The President has, himself, given some 
indication of the identity of the goods 
that are likely to be among the first to 
be selected for the new duties. 


ABNORMAL IMPORTS. 


Mr. Runciman told the House of 
Commons the other night that the fol- 
lowing goods are at present coming into 
the country in abnormal quantities :— 
Plate and sheet glass, knives, surgical! 
instruments, vacuum cleaners, sewing 
machines, typewriters, coloured cottons, 
carpets, box calf leather, tanned leather 
and cobalt oxide.

In a leading article, The Times to-dar 
states :—To-day the bill to check abnormal! 
imports of manufactured goods will com- 
plete its passage through the House of 
Commons, and Mr. Runciman will be left 
to full his promise of activity during the 
week-end. Most of the criticisms of the 
bill have been answered during the debate. 
The complaint of the official Opposition, 
which sounded strange on the lips of 
Socialist spokesmen—namely, that the 
taxpayer was being deprived of a defence 
by the change in the procedure of levying 
taxation—has been made even more 
irrelevant to an emergency by the prospect 
that Parliament will be called upon to 
sanction the first list of duties before ‘t 
adjourns. 

On the other hand, the complaint of a 
section of Conservatives, that the bil! does 
not promise a general protective tariff was 
altogether irrelevant from the outset 
This House of Commons was not elected 
merely to steer the nation over from one 
fiscal system to another, irrespective of 
the consequences and without experiment. 
The bill strictly obeys the mandate given 
to Parliament by being designed only to 
keep the decks clear of embarrassments, 
such time as the Government is ready 
dangerous adverse balance of trade, until 
such a time as the Government is ready 
with a more comprehensive scheme for 
national reconstruction by every method, 
including tariffs, which may help to set 
our industry and our currency on a 
permanently stable foundation. 


THE CASE OF AGRICULTURE. 


A more reasonable criticism which has 
been levelled against the bill is that it 
‘does not take similar steps to keep the 
decks clear for the Government's final 
decisions upon agricultural policy. Mr. 
Runciman’s explanation of this omission— 
that forestalling imports of perishable 
produce are less likely than others—is only 
valid up to a point. Many classes of agri- 
cultural produce (owing to the great de- 
velopment of preserving processes and 
storage facilities) are not perishable at 
all, and it is an established fact that the 
increase in the imports of agricultural 
produce during recent weeks has been very 
marked. There is no question at the 
momen‘ of producing any general or com- 
prehensive scheme to give protection to 
British industry. 

The steps taken by the Government have 
been devised solely, and will be used 
solely, to correct the threat of an increas- 
ingly adverse balance of trade, and, there- 
fore, of a further depreciation in the 
pound, by checking such imports as can 
be checked without corresponding damage 
to British exports, whether visible or in- 
visible. The Government have wisely pre- 
ferred the method of a selective tariff to 
the method of a general tariff; but, even 
so, the question whether imports of agri- 
cultural produce should ele their con- 
tribution towards restoring the balance of 
trade is by no means academic. The effect 
of even a selective tariff is bound to be 
protective to the industries concerned, and 
it will be generally admitted that no 
industry stands in greater need of assist- 
ance than agriculture.

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

Lady Arnott, in her presidential address, 
¢aid:—It falls to me once more to extend 
to you, one and all, the very warmest of 
welcomes, and I know that you will all rejoice 
to hear that our work in Ireland, im spite 
of many difficulties, has gone steadily forward 
during the past year. This is due to the 
steadfast outlook and continuous, steady work 
cf the diocesan presidents, secretaries and 
councils, and to the many members and 
associates, whe work so quietly and un- 
vbtrusively on branch committees. 

This summer the central headquarters of 
our world-wide Union held their annual 
conference in Exeter, a diocese which numbers 
within its fold some 15,000 Mothers’ Union 
inembers. 

1 wish our Irish members could have seen 
the wonderful welcome accorded the con- 
ference delegates by the diocesan president 
and secretary, by the bishop and cathedral 
clergy, and by the mayor and civic 
authorities. Our journals are recording the 
outstanding sermons and addresses, but 
words could never describe the afternoon 
service for workers, the beautiful old 
cathedral packed from end to end with a 
great throng of members, the imposing array 
of banners, and the long files of diocesan 
ciergy—about 160—and, with the Bishop of 
Exeter, our own beloved Primate, Dr. 
b’Arcy, Archbishop of Armagh. 


DR. D’ARCY’S SERMON. 


His sermon brought vividly before us the 
whole pave of the Mothers’ Union to 
bring the influence of Christ and of the 
Christian community to bear upon the life 
of the world to-day, and to be a witness in 
the world for the sanctity of marriage, the 
responsibility of parenthood and for 
Christian standards in family hfe. 

It. is well that Irish members should follow 
closely these annual gatherings of delegates 
at. central headquarters—representatives of 
dioceses in England, Wales and Ireland, 
and of branches in Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, Africa, India, the Near East, and 
in many places all over the world. 

They remind us that we now belong to 
the largest body of organised Christian 
united for one purpose, that the 
world has ever seen, they show us the width 
and strength of our Union—how the 
Mothers’ Union is filling the lives and 
meeting the needs of mothers throughout the 
world, 

We are living now in such strange and 
difficult times, with trouble, and sorrow, and 
tragedy on every side—and so much letting 
go of anchors which have held civilisation 
together—but every member can help at 
such a time as this by prayer. Our 
foundress meant the Mothers’ Union prayer 
to be said daily, and to be a power im the 
life and home of every member, and it is 


this daily united supplication, rising from 
thousands of hearts in thousands of homes, 
that is the secret of our strength. 


STANDARD Of ETERNITY. — 
Then we are more than a prayer union. 
We are a union of Christian mothers 
determined to stand by the old religious

beliefs. to bring up children mm the faith 
and fear of God, and to defend the sanctity 
of home life. As our central President said 
at Exeter the other day, .We, 550,000 of us, 
are waging a spiritual warfare on an arena 
where the standard is that of eternity, and 
not of the passing world of to-day. 

There is an old Devonshire saying :-—‘‘ If 
each before his own door swept, the village 
would be clean.” Do let us remember that 
our work is individual rather than corporate, 
and let us figuratively each have her own 
door swept, and use our influence and throw 
our whole weight into helping our great 
Union to be a flaming hght draw.ug the 
mothers of our race and nation to realise 
the greatness of their mission, the sacredness 
of child-life and their vast opportunities to 
weave the golden thread of high ideals into 
the mighty issues that are working out 
God’s purpose in this world. 


MRS. RAYMOND’S ADDRESS. 

Mrs. Raymond, in her address, said that 
the day fore yestetday, when she had 
been attending a very large meeting of the 
Mothers’ Union in her diocese, one of the 
members said: “I hear you are going not 
only to Ireland, but to Dublin. You are 
very lucky.” She was, indeed, very for- 
tunate, said Mrs. Raymond, to have been 
asked to speak in Dublin on such an extra- 
ordinarily interesting subject. She was, 
indeed, delighted to find herself among 
those present, becanse she always had such 
a great enthusiasm for the spiendid work 
which was calling them all; a work which 
was more beaded now. 

The first note they should touch was one of 
real thanks to God for all He had done for 
them. She did not know if they gave thanks 
in the way they should. St. Paul Kad told 
them that they should give God praise for 
difficulties as well as happiness. They should 
be thankful for having been called to service, 
more particularly through membership of the 
Mothers’ Union, and secondly, for the mar 
vellous and steady increase in membership vf 
the Union. They found that women and 
young women were coming forward with the 
desire to take their stand and do their best 
for the generation. 

Sometimes peop!e confused the Mothers’ 
Umion with mothers’ meetings. and she, 
therefore, wanted to tell them a story which 
illustrated the splendid werk of the Mothers’ 
Union. 


SETTING GOOD EXAMPLE. 

An American landed at Liverpool and saw 
around him a great gathering of women. He 
approached one woman and asked the reason. 
She said that they were members of the 
Mothers’ Union, but when asked its objects 
said that they were hard to define. That 
woman, who was just an ordinary mill hand, 
said that they wished for true happiness in 
the home, and they tried to teach their 
children and train them well, to have clean 
minds as well as clean bodies, and they tried 
to set a good example. 

The American said that he thought she had 
put her case very well, and added that if 
there were a few more societies like the 
Mothers’ Union in every country the world 
would be a better place. (Hear, hear.) 

There were few who could say that the 
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work of the Mothers’ Union was not needed 
in the world to-day. They were living in 
very anxious times; in days of almost excep- 
tional diflic There was far greater 
liberty of Speech and action and lesser re- 
straint than there used to be, and matters that 
were once held sacred were sometimes now 
almost held up to ridicule © _ ‘ 

It was high time that they realised. their 
responsibilities as parents in the, training of 
their children, That was the first principle 
of the Mothers’ Union, They had to recog- 
nise their responsibilities im regard to the 
sacred religion, It was hard sometimes to 
define things in which they had a sort of 
conscience and understanding in their own 
hearts, yet she felt that they should have a 
clear conception of things, the effect of which 
was so vital. They must remember to know 
God and ta leye Him, They must be ready to 
learn with little children. If they became in- 
competent to contemplate a vision, then they 
should perish. 


DANGEROUS ‘** RELIGIONS.”’ 

Some of the new religions being taught 
were subtle and dangerous, and they should 
beware of them. ‘They must ho!d more closely 
than ever to the faith once delivered to the 
Saints, and which was to be found in the 
Church of God. They must see that their 
children lost none of their rich heritage. 

If they wished to give their very best to 
their children, then they must cultivate those 
intelligences which God had given them. No 
mother worthy of the name, she said, should 
be afraid of sacrifice. In England there were 
parents now who were making colossal 
sacrifices in every way in order that their 
children might have the very best secular 
education. 

Were they going to be behind the mothers 
of England’? Did not they feel that the 
things of the spirit were of extraordinary 
value, and were not they going first to acquire 
knowledge and then give it out? Was that 
so difficult nowadays’ Surely not.. There 
was a time when learning was rather difficult 
to get, when books were expensive; but they 
could buy all sorts of books nowadays, books 
for all ages and. persons and capabilities, 
books for the clever woman, and easier books 
for women like themselves who were not quite 
so clever, books for the young and old. The 
books were there, all they had to do was to 
buy and buy. Books dealing with so many 
subjects were easily available and none was 
costly, so that they had no excuse. 

The second object of the Mothers’ Union 
was to organise in every place a band of 
mothers who would unite in prayer, and seek 
by their own example to lead their children 
in holiness and purity of life. The beginning 
and end of all their work was personal 
example. It was by imitation far more than 
by precept that they learned everything. 


A NATION’S GREATNESS. 

The greatness of a nation depended on the 
character of its people, and that character was 
formed far more by the example than the 
teaching of the mother. And, therefore, they 
wanted to let their children see that in their 
home lives they, the mothers, practised what 
they preached. 

Was it not extraordinarily true how 
different the whole world would be if only 
people practised what they preached? “ It as 
the inconsistency of our lives,” said Mrs. 
Raymond, “the divergence of practice and 
precept, that is the stumbling block in so 
many places. What a power is ours in our 
own homes; how much depends upon it, upon 
what is called the tone of our homes.”’ 

Mrs. Raymond, proceeding, said that the 
j great idea among many people to-day was how 
to get rich quick. They knew something 
about that in Dublin. A great many people 
were tremendously taken up with material 
things and the gain of material possessions. 
She wondered would she bear those things 
talked about if she went into some of the 
mothers’ homes, or should she have the joy 
of seeing God put first, His rule honoured and 
obeyed? Should she see the mothers not only 
seeing their children to church, but going 
there themselves, and gathering with them 
around the Table of the Lord? 

Those were the things which really showed 
what was the trend of their thought, and 
what it was that they really desired in their 
home lives. She could not help feeling that 
children, like husbands, did not pay very 
much attention always to what they said; 
but one thing that never failed to win people 
was the influence of a good life. 


GREAT OPPORTUNITIES. 

What the whole world needed to-day, what 
many in Dublin were craving for, was a 
vision of Christ. In the stress of living in 
this tremtndous soul-wearing competition, in 
these days of poverty, unemployment, and 
strife, on the one hand, and of the seeking 
after pleasure and amusements on the other, 
ideas of God got crushed out. Men and 
women went hither and thither like sheep 
without a shepherd, scarcely knowing what 
it was they wanted. 

How many such did they know? Surely 

they must be up and doing by going out 
into the world and living Christ’s life. 
The thing that really mattered was the 
hving of that life, giving people some idea 
of the beauty, glory, and splendour of being 
a Christian. Let them thank God that they 
lived in days of great opportunity, in times 
of doing most wonderful services for Him.

THE NEW BILL IN THE DAIL. 


The text of the bill called the Railways 
(Valuation for Rating) Bill, imtroduced by 
Mr. Blythe in the Dail in July last, has now 
been printed.

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ERASMUS SMITH’S TRUSTS.

JUDGMENT ON SECOND ISSUE. 


The judgment on the second issue in 

Erasmus Smith’s Trusts, which Mr. Justice 
Meredith delivered on Tuesday, was mainly 
concerned with the question of costs. On the 
prelinnnary issue, which was the main ques 
tion, it had been decided that the predomi- 
nant intention was educational. That is the in- 
tention to which effect must he given if the 
specific directions as to religious education 
have led to a failure of the Trust, as alleged 
by the ' special defendants.’’ The decision 
aunoan¢ed on Tuesday was only a decision 
as to what are the specific directions which, it 
is said, have resulted im a failure of the 
Trust. On that question there was not much 
dispute, except as to whether the directions 
were those in the original Trust deed or those 
in the charter. 
Mr.. Justice Meredith held that the existing 
directions were those contained in the charter. 
The only outstanding question is as to whether 
these directions have, in fact, Jed to a failure 
of the Trust. It will be remembered that in 
deciding the preliminary issue Mr. Justice 
Meredith expressed the hope that it would not 
be necessary to litigate the outstanding ques- 
tion, and that a satisfactory settlement might 
be arrived at by placing the Galway school 
under Roman Catholic management as a pre- 
paratory school for University College, 
Galway.

CHURCH OF IRELAND’S 
TRAINING COLLEGE. 


T i a supply of students train- 


ing for teaching in Church of Ireland 

schools was stressed at the annual 
meeting, in Dublin yesterday, of the Church 
of Ireland Sú College The Archbishop 
of Dublin presided. 

The report, read by the Principal, the Rev. 
E, C. Hodges, M.A., referred to the altered 
internal arrangements of the College, which 
would effect economies that would help con- 
siderably in meeting the present critical 
financial positian 

The total number of students admitted to 
training during the year was 38—6 men and 
32 women—which could not be regarded as 
adequate. An average of 35- women 
students, as well as at least 6 to 8 men, was 
required to maintain a sufficient supply of 
teachers for the schools. 

The abolition of the Easter scholarship 
examination and the substitution of the 
machinery of the leaving certificate as the 
qualification for admission to training was 
regarded as a serious matter with regard to 
the supply of candidates for the College. It 
was felt that, while the new system did not 
preclude the application of pupils from 
primary schools, the nature of the new test of 
fitness was one likely to suit the a of 
training provided in secondary schools, and 
the Principal visited many secondary schools 
during the year and aclressed the pupils on 
the subject of primary teaching as a career, 
with satisfactory resuits. 

Mr. Hodges also paid a tribute to the work 
done by the late Bishop of Cashel, the 4 
Hon, Lord Glenavy, the Right Rev. Dr. 
Harden, Lord Bishop of Tuam, and Professor 
John Coake, who taught many generations 
of students. 


A FINE EXPERIMENT. 

Dr. Gregg said that im this country the 
question of religious education did not have 
to be argued. Ít was one of the fundamental 
facts of the State that education should be 
religious. The lig ma College was tlie most 
important agency in doing that work on be- 
half of the Church of Ireland. All the 
students of the college appreciated that they 
would have to build on religious edueation in 
the schools in which they would some day 
teach; to inculcate the principles and the 
practice of the Christian religion among those 
nominated to their charge. A teacher must 
himself be religious in order to give instruc- 
tion in the spirit in which it was regarded 
by the Church of Ireland and the country 
generally, otherwise the interest of religion 
was grievously prejudiced. 

The Archbishop paid a tribute to the work 
of the Principal, who was, he said, following 
in the footsteps of Canon Kingsmill Moore, 
and said that in a great institution, such as 
this, a great deal of work was done behind 
the scenes. 


NEED FOR MORE SCHOOLS. 

A resolution, proposed by the Bishop 
of Cashel, and seconded by Miss Cunmng- 
ham, Warden of Trinit all, stating that 
the TS gy of suitable educational facili- 
ties for the children of the Church of Ire 
land in urban and rural areas alike is a duty 
of paramount importance, was passed unan- 
mously. 

The Bishop of Cashel, in speaking to

COLONEL D. J. PROBY. 

The death oecurred yesterday at his home, 
Elton Hail, Peterborough, after a long iiness, 
of Colonel Douglas James Proby. Colonel 
Vroby, who was aged 75, sat as Unionmst 
member for the Saffron Walden Division of 
Essex from January to December, 1910. 
Joining the Coldstream Cuards in 1880, he 
saw active service In Egypt in the ‘eighties. 
He exchanged into the Koya! Fusiliers, and 
afterwards transferred to the Irish Guards. 
He commanded the Irish Guards Regiment 
and Kegimental District from 1914 to 1917. 
He had been for many years a member of the 
Huntingdonsiiire County Council, and had 
held office as High Sherff of Cambndgeshire 
and Huntingdonshire. A nephew of the fifth 
and last Eart of Carysfort, who died in 1909, 
when the title became extinct, Colonel Proby 
succeeded to the Earls estates in England 
and Ireland.

At yesterday’s meeting of the Dublin Board 
of Assistance the relief supervisors ri ported 
that for the week ended Saturday last 7,294 
families had been relieved at a cost ol 
£5,835 19s. 6d., an increase over the previous 
week of fifty families and £33. 

For the corresponding week last year the { 
figures were 6,443 families and £35,348, so 
that the latest figures represented an increase 
of 856 families and £480 16s. 6d. This did 
not include a sum of £100 now being spent 
on test work, which would bring the total 
increase to £580 16s. 6d. 

In the absence of substantial relief works, 
there would inevitably be a steady increase 
in the cost of relief during the winter months. 

This increase, the report concluded, 
generally amounted to 230 per cent. over the 
normal level.

fe defeating Wales yesterday on the 


ground of the Liverpool Football Club at 
Anfield road by 3 goals to 1 England 
ained their second success in this season’s 
nternational Championship, and by virtue ot 
a superior goal-uverage they now stand at the 
head of the table of results. 

Defeat by a margin of two goals scarcely 
did justice to Wales, who, had they pos- 
sessed inside forwards with geniune finish 
and skill in shooting, must have scored 
several timses. It may fairly be said that up 
to the interval the Welshmen looked on the 
muddy ground the more deadly combination, 
the chief reason being that they kept the 


game open, and never wasted time in close 
dribbling, which in such conditions was 
bound to break down. 

England, however, became more settled in 
defence, their halves, notably Gee and Cam 
hell, marking closely, and rarely wasting the 
ball when passing, and owing a lot to the 
consistent form of Crooks at outside right, 
they pulled the game round after being in 
arrear, although at no time were they per- 
mitted to rest on their laurels. 

NEW “CAP” SUCCESSFUL. 

Taking the match all through, Gee, one of 
the two new ‘‘caps’’ in England’s eleven, 
played well, for besides tackling surely 
and making some clever interceptions, he fed 
his forwards with delightfully controlled 
passes. Bastin, however, did not mark his 
entry into international football with any 
distinction, and he found in Williams a very 
determined and skilful defender. 

England had much the better leader in 
Waring, who impressed by his quickness in 
getting the ball under control.

IS DOWN. 


SENATE SUGGESTION TO 
TAX “SWEEP” TICKETS. 


- 


Mr. J. H. Westropp Bennett (Chairman) 
presided at yesterday's meting of the Senate. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, on the 
second stage of the Finance (Increase of 
Income Tax) Bill, 1931, said that up to the 
present year the yield of reveriue had been 
very steady. This year, however, the posi- 
tion was not so good. There had been a 
constant fall in the revenue from beer and 
spirit duties, which was due to high taxation ; 
partly to the changed habits of the people; 
to the introduction of new amusements, and 
to new ways of spending money. The effect 
of the world fall in prices was also making 
itself felt in the Saorstat. If no steps were 
taken they would have been faced with a 
£900,000 Budget deficit at the end of next 
March. A very large part of that was 
due to circumstances outside this country, so 
that a large amount of the deficit might be 
attributed to factors operating in Great 
Britain. The imposition of an increased beer 
duty in England, for instance, would give 
rise to a revenue policy here. 

In the year ending 1st of next April there 
would be a decline in the yield of income tax 
as compared with the present year, as income 
tax from investments generally were down, 
so that part of this year’s deficit might be 
meoriek as accidental deficit. 


SPREADING THE SACRIFICE. 


They endeavoured to spread the sacrifice 
all round, as far as possible. They found it 
necessary to increase the income t:#. by 6d. 
and the petrol tax by 4d. a ga'mn. The 
present bill applied only to income tax, and 
it was necessary that it should become law 
as soon as possible, if the collection of taxes 
for the present year was not to be delayed 
, Colonel MOORE expressed himself opposed 
to increased taxation, which he did not con- 
sider necessary. 


a THE EFFECT OF DUMPING. 


Mr. CONNOLLY said that the fall in com- 
modity prices need not necessarily result in 
bad trade, or in farmers being in the de- 
pressed condition they were in to-day. Trade 
in this country was depressed by reason of the 
dumping of foreign products. The bulk of 
the inhabitants were not adequately fed, 
clothed or housed. 

The imposition of this increased tax, he 
said, would not improve matters. The 
question for the Government was how were 
they to organise our internal trade markets 
so as to stop dumping. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that he thought 
there could be no genuine complaint in regard 
to the principle involved in this bill. Some 
years aco they had had an energetic campaign 
to abolish income tax altogether, but not- 
withstanding the fact that in this country we 
had a much lower income tax than other 
countries he did not think that anyone had 
heen able to discover any revival of trade. 
He hoped that the Government were not 
going to allow themselves to be stampeded 
into making an unreasonable inroad on the 
social services 


A WISE STEP. 


The Right Hon. ANDREW JAMESON 
said that he did not see anything in the bil 
dealing with the cutting down of salaries. 
Most of the thinking people must come to 
the conclusion that the State was not going 
to get the amount of revenue this year that 
was calculated on in the last Budget, 
The Minister, in bringing in a Supplementary 
lbudget, had done a wise thing; for, if 
ke had waited until next year and said 
nothing about the increase of the National 
Debt, he could have carried the borrowings 
over, and a very much worse condition of 
things would have to be met. He hoped 
that the Minister would explain the rules 
that would be brought in by the Revenue 
authorities for the collection of the tax. 

While he knew that it could only last 
for the year, he asked the Minister for 
Finance for an assurance that the kinds of 
difficulties made possible by this Budget 
would be considered as sympathetically as 

sible. He believed that it was a wise 
hing to bring in a Supplementary Budget, 
and, in the working of it, he hoped that 
the Government would so arrange that the 
public would be as little troubled as possible. 


THE COUNTRY’S PROSPERITY. 


Mr. George CROSBIE, in a maiden 
speech, congratulated the Free State and the 
Minister for Finance on the state of the 
country, whose Budget could be balanced by 
five per cent. of its revenue. What other 
country in the world came within 
measurable distance of that? He attributed 
the prosperity that this country undoubtedly 
enjoyed to the fact that they did balance 
their Rndget. 

Mr. THOMAS JOHNSON asked what effect 
was the tax ot 4d. a gallon on petrol going 
te have on the industry and transport of the 
country. Referring to unemployment, he 
said that from Jun: to November there was 
un increase of 22 per cent. in the number 
of registered unemployed, and he hoped that 
in the question of retrenchment and spreading 
secrifice the Minister was not going to steadily 
increase the number of unemployed. 

Increased production, he said, was wanted 
in the country, ond he strongly advocated 
the bringing together of manufacturers av! 
producers with a view to forming a scheme 


that would result in greater activities in 
industry and agriculture. 


TAXATION OF ‘“‘ SWEEP ” 
TICKETS. 

Mr. H. 8. GUINNESS asked the Minister 
to consider if it were worth, while to place 
a tax on the tickets issued for the hospita: 
“sweep.” The State benefited nothing from 
the draw, and a small tax on the tickets 
would not injure anybody, but would te 
beneficial to the Minister for Finance, who 
had such difficulty in balancing his Budget. 

On the basis of a 5 per cent. tax it wovld 
amount to £150,000.

THE COLLECTION OF 
INCOME TAX. 


Mr. BLYTHE said that the position of the 
Government was that the tendency for social 
services was to increase. There were new 
demands arising constantly, and these de- 
mands had to be met; but what they had to 
bear in mind about social services was that 
they were paid for according to production. 
Social services had to be paid for out of the 
fruits of industry, otherwise they would con- 
stitute an evil. When financial difficulties 
like the present arose the desire of the 
Government was to cause the minimum of 
hardship on the taxpayers and to those who 
would suffer by any scheme of retrenchment. 
Sacrifices had already been made by civil ser- 
vants, and when the proper time came those 
sacrifices would be taken into account. The 
Government were trying to get money to put 
the position right. 

As to what Senator Jameson had said about 
the increase of income tax in the middle of 
the year, the Revenue Commissioners would 
issue a circular to bankers and others as to

what they should do. Where a tax was to be 
deducted the Revenue authorities would be 
glad at any time to hear the views of repre- 
senatives of bankers in regard to the machinery 
to facilitate the work as far as possible.

They would not get any benefit from a re 
pudiation of their liabilities instead of im- 
posing taxes He was satisfied that not only 
was there no case, legally or morally, for 
the repudiation of these outside liabilil es, 
and also that there would be no possib'litv 
of escaping the putting in of the bail ff, in 
whatsoever form that might be done. Those 
liabilities were deliberately undertaken by the 
farmers and their fathers in the country, and 
there was no claim upon the British Ex 
echequer to forgive them. The person who 
would repudiate the payment of the land 
annuities and would think that the British 
taxpayer in present circumstances would bear 
that burden, was not only a fool, but a politi- 
cal rogue. 

As to Senator Guinness’s question about a 
tax on sweepstake tickets, the Minister said 
that he had considered the matter, and had 
decided that if such a tax were imposed the 
difficulties of the sweepstake authorities might 
be increased, having regard to the amount of 
money that was coming from abroad. It 
would not be wise to try to get revenue from 
that particular source 

The second reading and the Committee stage 
of the bill was passed.

£870 DAMAGES FOR RATHDRUM 
FARMER. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND A 
JURY.) 


The hearing of the action which was brought 
by Michael Ryan, a farmer, of Clash, Rath- 
drum, County Wicklow, against Messrs.

OBSCURE OUTLOOK. 


From OUR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT.

Wednesday. 

The course of Stock markets of late has 
been disappointing. The commencement of 
dealings for the fortnightly settlement so far 
has not led to the increase of activity that 
many had predicted, except, perhaps, in the 
direction of bear selling, induced by unfavovr- 
able surroundings, and there has been no 
further rise in Industrial shares as a result of 
the Government plans for dealing with exces- 
sive imports of foreign goods. The reason for 
almost general market dulness of late and the 
indisposition to operate freely may be con- 
nected with Germany, for operators fail to 
see how that country can emerge successfully 
from its present difficult situation, and there 
is some anxiety regarding the safety of the 
considerable sums that have been Jent by 
Great Britain.. Even if agreement is reached 
with France in regard to the question of 
the priority of reparation and commercial 
duties, it is difficult to see that Germany 
could be put on its feet again without another 
large loan, and,the present quotations of the 

V per cent. and 7 per cent. International 
issues clearly indicate how difficult it would 
be to raise {fresh money for the benefit of a 
country that so far has obtained from others 
every penny paid in reparations, and, if a 
former President of the Reichsbank 1s to be 
trusted, has not properly used much of the 
borrowed capital. 


Other Factors. 


Less influence is produced by the Sino- 
Japanese dispute, partly because it is much 
more remote, and partly because this country 
is less directly interested; still it has been a 
factor operating against aciive and strong 
markets. Other circumstances have been thie 
absence of any indication in the railway 
traflics of a real improvement in trade, the 
publication of company reports showing the 
effect of the prolonged period of trade de- 
pression, and the outbreak of fresh weakness 
in New York. One section that has shown 
almost consistent firmness is that for Seuth 
African Mining and Finance shares, which 
have been supported in the growing belief that 
the Union will be compelled to abandon the 
gold standard. Last week there were reports 
of attempts to raise a large loan to enable 
the Government to maintain its position in 
this matter, and the absence of any announce- 
ment regarding the Joan negotiations has 
probably strengthened the belief mentioned 
above. If South Africa goes off gold it 1s 
calculated that holders of South African shares 
could reasonably expect to receive bigger 
dividends in the future, while the low-grade 
propositions would be greatly helped. Hence 
the degree of liveliness of late in many of 
the smaller shares. 


The Monetary Position. 


| Periodically the advisability of a redue- 
tion in the Bank Rate is urged, and, on the 
surface, there appears to be a good deal to 
be said in favour of lowering a rate that 
is unusually high, especially as it is not 
required for the purpose of checking a 
foreign demand for gold. It is contended 
that cheaper money would help the hoped- 


for trade recovery, and would probably give 
a fillip also to the Stock Exchange. There | 


are, however, sound reasons for the re- 
tention of the present figure. Owing to the 


the French and American credits, the posi- 
tion of the Bank of England is unusually 
weak in the matter of gold holdings, and it 
may be necessary to increase still further the 
fiduciary issue--the amount of notes un- 
covered by. gold. 


Risk of Inflation. 


That operation would open up the 
possibility of inflation, leading to a rise: in 
internal prices, and, consequently, an 
appreciable increase in the cost of living.

Adults. 


- 


Ímportant Need 
Stressed. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 
S IR RICHARD LIVINGSTONE, Vice- 


Chancellor of Queen’s University, Bel- 

fast, in his annual report, which was 
presented this aiternoon to the Senate of the 
University, states :— 

“In the British Universities the organisa- 
tion cf adult education is entrusted to joint 
committees, on which the University and such 
bodies as the Workers Educational Association 
are equally represented. The Senate has 
adopted this system. 
Unfortunately, the 
funds at the disposal 
of the new committee 
are entirely inade- 
‘quate to its oppor- 
tunities. As a result 
of the work of the 
new comunittee and, 
‘in particular, of Mr. 
Eason, the demand 
for lectures and 
classes has greatly in- 
ereased. Lectures 
were given last year 
in Armagh, Bally- 
mena, Belfast, Car- 
rickfergus and Lis- 
burn on such subjects 
as ‘An Introduction to the Principles of 
Biology, Science and Society,’ ‘ Economic 
Geography,’ ' English Literature,’ ‘An Intro- 
duction tu Philosophy,’ ‘The Early History of 
Ireland, ‘An Introduction to Economics,’ 
‘The Evolution of Music.’ Applications were 
made for the present session hy Armagh, 
Ballymena, Carrickfergus, Dungannon, Larne 
and Lisburn, as well as by Belfast, and there 
is no doubt that, given the funds, the work 
could be extended still further. 


OLD STUDIES, 


“ Adult study is the only cheap form of 
education which is effective. It is the only 
form in which there is practically no waste; 
for it is only sought by those who desire 
knowledge, and who bring to it the maturity 
of the adult mind. It gives educational op- 
portunities to those who have missed them in 
youth. It enables others to develop old studies 
or take up new ones. It is the only practical 
remedy for the terrible waste of our ele- 
mentary system, under which the majority of 
pupils, leaving school at fourteen, gradually 
orget most of what they have learned, 
and nave no chance of building later on 
the foundations already laid. In Britain 
both the State and local authorities devote 
large sums annually to it. Here it has 
been left to the University to support from 
its scanty funds a work that should be 
regarded as the necessary complement of 
elementary education. 

“It would be deplorable if Ulster, which in 
the last ten years has attacked other educa- 
tional problems with determination and suc- 
cess, continued in this field to remain so far 
behind not only the big nations of Europe, 
but also small peoples like Denmark and 
Finland, who, in a position analogous to 
our own, see that their national prosperity 
must be based on a well-educated population. 


VARIED ACTIVITIES. 

“Until the recent grant the University 
has shouldered unaided this burden of 
extra-mural education, which in a sense 
is no part of its proper duties. Few people, 
perhaps, realise how many voluntary educa- 
tional activities, outside our regular work, 
are undertaken by Queen's. Such are the 
lectures. given in the Great Hall, and open 
to the public without fee. Such are 
innumerable public lectures iven for 
different outside institutions wed societies 
by members of our staff. Such is the 
work of bodies in the University like 
the French, German, Hispanic, Philoso 
phical, and Economic Societies, of the 
hysical colloquium, and of other similar 
institutions, which are open to members of 
the general public, fe 4 enable them, as 
well as past students of Queen’s, to keep 
in, touch with various intellectuai interests. 
Such are the series of advanced lectures which 
Professors Morton and Semple are giving this 
session in the departments of physics and 
nathematics, open without fee to any person 
interested, whether members of the Univer- 
sity or not. Such is the course of lectures 
and demonstrations in anatomy, given last 
session and continued this year, for the ted 
Cross and St. John Ambulance Societies, 
and attended by about 150 persons, 

“All this work is entirely voluntary, and 
has no reward, except the good of the subject 
and of the public. Anyone who reflects on 
these varied activities will realise how con- 
siderable a contribution, apart from its 
ordinary work, the University makes to the 
intellectual life of Ulster.

The girl was tried in July last on a charge 
of murdering her baby, and on the evidence 
then taken was returned by District Justice 
Goff for trial to the Central Criminal Court.
